In  the  present  Edition  the  Acts  of  Congress  are  arranged  in  chap- 
ters,  beginning  a  new  series  of  numbers  with  the  commencement 
of  every  new  Congress.  Of  course,  the  numbers  go  on  progres- 
sively through  all  the  sessions  of  the  same  Congress,  and  the  order 
of  the  Acts  is  strictly  chronological.  This  method  was  adopted 
in  numbering  the  Acts  at  the  commencement  of  the  Government, 
and  it  was  for  the  most  part  followed  until  after  the  year  1816.  "^ 
Since  that  period  it  has  been  usual  to  begin,  a  new  series  of  num- 
bers with  each  successive  session  of  Congress.  The  irregularity 
either  way  being  very  considerable,  it  has  been  thought  most  ad- 
visable in  this  Edition  to  adhere  to  the  method  originally  adopt- 
ed by  the  Govjernment  itself,  which  made  each  new  Congress  a 
new  starting  point  or  epoch.  The  mode  of  citation  in  the  Mar- 
ginal Notes  is  to  give  the  year,  in  which  the  Act  passed,  and  the 
number  of  the  chapter.  As  the  constitutional  commencement  of 
each  Coftgress  (unless  a  different  day  should  be  appointed  by  l4w) 
is  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  some  Acts  bear  date  in  the 
same  year,  which  have  been  enacted  by  different  Congresses. 
But  as  these  Acts  are  few,  the  number  of  the  chapter  will  pre- 
vent any  mistake  in  the  reference,  and  Jead  the  Reader  at  once 
to  the  Acts  passed  at  the  commencement,  or  close  of  the  year. 

The  Index  is  full  as  to  the  Laws  now  in  force  ;  and  as  to  oth- 
ers, which  have  expired  or  have  been  repealed,  a  reference  is  * 
made  under  the  proper  heads,  so.  that  the  whole  series  of  Laws 
on  the  same  subject  may  be  examined  together.  It  has  been 
thought,  that  a  full  Index  to  the  matter  of  the  Acts  not  in  force 
would  rather  tend  to  embarrass  than  to  aid  the  general  Reader. 
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PREFACE. 


The  present  Edition  of  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  embraces 
all  the  public  Acts,  whether  they  are  expired,  or  repealed,  or  are 
now  in  fqrce,  with  the  exception  of  such  only,  as  are  of  a  very 
limited  and  temporary  nature,  and  do  not  enter  into  the  general 
jurisprudence  of  the  Country.  The  principal  Acts,  which  have 
been  omitted,  are  either  strictly  private  Acts,  such  as  those,  which . 
are  for  the  relief  of  particular  persons,  .qr  corps;  or,  if  public 
Acts,  are  of  a  temporary  nature,  such  as  the  annual, Appropriation 
Acts,  Acts  for  occasipnal  Loans,  &c.,  or  such  as  exclusively  re- 
spect the  District  of  Columbia.  Even  these  Acts  have  been  spar- 
ingly oipitted,  when  from  their  nature  or  importance  they  might 
illustrate  the.  hiiitory  of  our  national  policy.  And  the  Acts,  which 
regard  the  organization  and  general  administration  of  justice  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  have  been  retained,  as  subjects  of  gen- 
eral interest.  » 

It  is  often  a  subject rof  complaint  among  professional  and  other 
gentlemen,  that  the  common  Editions  embrace  those  Laws  only, 
which  are  actually  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  publication,  and  are 
thus  attended  with  much  embarrassment  and  inconvenience. 
Many  of  xht  existing  laws  are  very  forcibly  illustrated  by  the  pro- 
visions of  prior  repealed  laws  on  the  same  subject ;  and  many 
have  tacit  referencesto  the  lauer,  w^hich  are  not  easily  d(?tected  in 
a  cursoi^y  perusal.  In  few  cases,  where  Legislation  has^  at  suc- 
cessive periods,  acted  on  the  same  matter,  can  any  Lawyer,  who 
is  solicitous  to  discharge  his  duty  in  public  ar^ment  or  in  private 
consultation,  feel  safe  in  omitting  to  examine  the  whole  series  of 
the  Laws,  even  though  tnany  of  vthem  are  repealed  or  expired. 
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And  instances  are  not  unfrequent  of  successful  argument  founded 
solely  on  the  coincidences  or  difierences  between  the  revised  and 
tbe  original  Laws.  The  history  of  our  jurisprudence  also,  wheth- 
er ezamioed  as  matter  of  curiosity  or  of  private  interest,  whether 
searched  ^th  reference  to  public  policy  or  to  legal  rights,  is  so  inti- 
mately iotenvoven  with  the  whole  course  of  our  legislation,  that  no 
liberal  enquirer,  and  least  of  all,  a  publicist,  a  jurist,  or  a  statesman, 
can  dispense  with  an  accurate  chronological  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject. The  Statutes  at  large,  embracing  a  great  mass  of  private 
statutes,  have  already  become  very  unwieldy,  voluminous,  and 
expensive.  It  is  believed,  therefore,  that  a  work,  like  the  present, 
which  detaches  and  embraces  all  those,  which  are  not  exclusively 
of  a  fugitive  or  private  character,  cannot  fail  to  be  of  general  con- 
venience and  utility.  To  these  volumes  a  copious  verbal  Index 
has  been  annexed,  so  as  to  make  the  facility  of  reference  as  com- 
plete as  possible.  The  whole  work  has  passed  under  the  inspec- 
tion of  Mr.  Justice  Story,  who  has  given  it  an  attentive  exam- 
ination. 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  disparage  the  Abridgments  and  Di- 
gests of  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  already  before  the  Pub- 
'lic. — They  are  very  useful  publications ;  but  as  they  purport  only 
to  present  the  laws  now  in  force  under  regular  heads,  their  object 
is  materially  different  from  that  of  this  edition.  They  are  aids 
to,  but  cannot  supersede  the  necessity  of,  the  present  compilation.

We,  the  people  of  .the  United  States/in  order  to  form  a  more 
perfect  anion,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tranquillity, 
profide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  welfare, 
and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  poste- 
riiy,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the  United 
States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 

BECTIOK    I. 

ALL  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  constlt  of  a  Senate 
ftnd  House  of  Representatives. 

SECT.   II. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  mem- 
bers chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several 
States,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions requisite  for  electors  of  the  roost  numerous  branch  of  the 
State  Legislature. 

Mo  person  shall  Be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  at- 
tained to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been  seven  years  a 
citizen  of  th^  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

.Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  States,  which  may  be  included  within  this  Union, 
according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determin- 
ed by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including 
those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  ezf|)uding  Indi- 
ans not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enu- 
meration shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  sub- 
sequent term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law 
direct.  The  number  of  Representatives. shall  not  exceed  one 
for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least 
one  Representative  ;  and,  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made, 
the  State  of  JVVto  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  three,

one,  Connecticut  five,  JV%w  York  six,  JV%t0  Jersey  four,  PewMyU" 
vania  eighr,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Ftrgmta  ten,  JWr(A 
Carolina  five,  iSaufA  Caro2ma  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen^  in  the  representation  from  any 
State)  the  Executive  Authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  elec- 
tion to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker  and 
other  officers ;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

SECT.    111. 

The  Senate  of  the  United  Bietes' dhall  be  composed  of  (wo 
Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Lej^islature  thereof, 
for  six  years  ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  on^  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assennfoled  in  consequence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be 
into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the 
second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the 
third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one  third 
may  be  chosen  every  second  year ;  and  if  vacancies  happen  by 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature 
of  any  Slate,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make  temporary  ap- 
pointments until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which 
shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. 

No  person  ghall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inha- 
bitant of  that  Slate  for  which^ie  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  Slates  shall  be  President 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  ofiScers,  and  also  a 
President  pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  ofiSce  of  President  of  the  United 
Slates. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeach- 
ments. When  silting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath 
or  affirmation.  Whm  the  President  of  the  United  Slates  is 
tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  pre.^de :  And  no  person  shall  be 
convicted  wiihoui  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  j)ot  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and 
enjoy  any  tfiice  of  honour,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States;  but  the  parly  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable 
and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment, 
according  to  law. 

SECT.    IT. 

The  limes,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Se- 
nators and  Represematires,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State 
by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may,  at  any  lime, 
by  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places 
of  choosing  Senators.

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year; 
aod  such  roeeitng  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  Decern- 
ber»  unk^  tbey  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

SECT.   ▼• 

Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  mennbers :  and  a  majority  of  each  shall 
constitute  a  qiforum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
penalties  as  each  house  may  provide. . 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings : 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour ;  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceeding! ;  and, 
from  time  lo  time,  publish  the  same ;  excepting  such  parts  as 
may  in  their  judgment,  require  secrecy  :  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
of  the  members  of  either  House,  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the 
desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  place  thanHhat  in  which  Che  two  Houses  shall  be 
sitting. 

SECT.    VI. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a  compensa- 
tion  for  their  services,,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  United  Stales.  They  shall,  in  all  cases,  ex- 
cept treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged 
from  arrest,  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  re- 
spective Houses,  and  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same  ; 
and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  House,  tbey  shall  not 
be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  ofiice,  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  cre- 
ated, or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased, 
during  such  time  :  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the 
United  Slates,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House,  during  his 
continuance  in  office. 

SECT.    VII. 

All  bills,  for  raising  a  revenue,  shall  originate  in  the  House 
of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur 
with  amendments,  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives  and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  of  the  United  Slates.  If  he  approve,  he 
shall  sign  it :  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections, 
to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter 
the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  re-con- 
sider  it.  If,  after  such  re-consideration,  two  thirds  of  that  House 
shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the

objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be 
re-considered :  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of  that  House,  it 
shall -become  a  law.  But,  in  all  such  cases,  the  votes  of  both 
Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  .shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.  *  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  President,  within  ten  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to»him,  the  same 
shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless^ 
the  Congress,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return ;  in 
which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary 
(except  on  a  question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  and,  before  the  same 
shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him  ;  or,  being  disap- 
proved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limit- 
ations prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bill. 

SECT.  nil.  , 

The  Congress  shall  have  power 

To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  dnd  excises,  to  pay 
the  debts,  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general 
welfare  of  the  United  States:  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  ex- 
cises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States. 

To  borrow  money  oti  the  credit  of  the  United  States.       , 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the 
several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes. 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  unifornn 
laws  on  the  subject  of  J;>ankruptcies,  throughout  the  United 
States. 

To  coin  money  ;  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
coin  ;  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures. 

To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securi- 
ties and  current  coin  of  the  United  States. 

To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads. 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  se-  * 
curing,  for  limited  times,  to  authors  and  inventors,  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries. 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court. 

To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on 
the  high  seas,  and  offences  against  the  law  of  nations. 

To  declare  war ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  ;  and 
make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water. 

To  raise  and  support  armies.  But  no  appropriation  of  money 
to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years. 

To  provide  and  niaintain  a  navy. 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces. 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia,  to  execute  the  laws 
of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  invasions. 

To   provide    for    Organizing,   arming    and    disciplining    the 
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militia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  em-* 
ployed  in  the  service  of  the  Unfted  States :  reserving  to  the 
Staves  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  nnd  th6  au- 
ihoritj  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  pre- 
scribed  by  Congress. 

To  exercise  exclasive  legislation,  in  all  cases  whaisoever, 
over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by 
cession  of  partisular  Stales,  end  the  acceptance  of  Congress,  be- 
come the  seat  of  the  Government  of -the  United  Stales  ;  and  lo 
exercise  like  authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  m  which  the  same  shall  be,  for 
lbs  erection  of  forts,  rhagazines,  arsenals,  dock-yards,  and  other 
needful  buildings  :  and 

To  make  all  laws,  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other 
powers  vested  by  ihis  Constitution  in  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

SECT.    IX. 

The  migralion  or  importation  of  such  persons,  as  any  of  the 
States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admii,  shall  not  be 
prohibited  by  the  Congress,  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight :  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such 
importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  pub- 
lic safely  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder,  or  ex  post  facto  law,  shall  be  passed. 

No  capiiation  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  pro* 
•  portion  to  the  census  or  enumeration  herein  before  directed  to 
be  taken*  ^ 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any 
State.  No  preference  shall  be  given,  by  any  regulation  of  com- 
merce or  revenue,  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  an- 
other :  nor  shall  vessels,  bound  to  or  from  one  State,  t>e  oblig- 
ed to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  appropriations  made  by  law  :  and  a  regular  state- 
ment and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public 
money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  tiile  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States. 
And  no  person,  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  them, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  accept  of  any  pre- 
sent, emolument,  office,  or  tiile,  of  any  kind  whatever,  from 
any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  State. 

S£CT.    X. 

No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  confedera- 
tion ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal ;  coin  money ;  emit 
bills  of  credit ;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and  stiver  coin  a  tender 
in  payment  of  debts ;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto 
law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  or  grant  any 
title  of  nobility* 
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No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Googress,  lay  any 
imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be 
absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws ;  and  the 
nett  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  im- 
ports or  exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision 
and  control  of  the  Congress.  Nq  State  shall,  without  the  con- 
sent of  Congress,  lay  any  duly  of  tonnage,  keep  troops,  or  ships 
of  war,  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or  compacr, 
with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war, 
unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not 
admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  II.

SECT.   1. 

The  Executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the 
term  of  four^years,  and,  together  with  the  Vice  President,  chosen 
for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows  : 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislafure 
thereof  may  direct,  a  numbers  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  Senators  and  Representatives,  to  which  the  Slate 
may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress.  But  no  Senator,  or  Represen- 
tative, or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  pro&t  under  thf^ 
United  Stales,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 

[The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves.  And  they  shall 
make  %  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of 
votes  for  eaoh  ;  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  trans- 
mit sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be 
counted.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the.  whole 
number  of  Electors  appointed  ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one 
who  have  such  majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  ' 
then  the  House  of  Kepresentaiives  shall  immediately  choose  by 
ballot  one  of  them  for  President :  and  if  no  person  have  a  ma- 
jority, then,  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list,  the  said  House 
shall  in  like  manner  choose  the  President.  But  in  choosing 
the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  repre-- 
sentation  from  each  Slate  having  one  vote  :  a  quorum  for  this 
purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two  thirds 
of  the  States :  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  ne- 
cessary to  a  choice.  In  every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  Pre- 
sident the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the 
Electors,  shall  be  the  Vice  President.  .  But  if  there  should  re- 
main two  or  more,  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose 
from  them,  by  ballot,  the  Vice  President.] 
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The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  chooeing  the  Elec« 
tore,  and  ibe  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes ;  which 
day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person,  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the 
UniteJ  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President.  Neither  shall  any  - 
person  be  eligible  to  that  office,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to 
the  age  of  thirty.five  years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident 
within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  bis 
death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  du« 
tics  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent ;  and  the  Congress  may,  by  law,  provide  for  the  case  of  re- 
moval, death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both  of  the  President  and 
Yice  President,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as  Presi- 
dent :  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability 
be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected,  » 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services, 
a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminish- 
ed, during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected : 
and  he  shall,  not  receive,  within  that  period,  any  other  emolu* 
roent  frofn  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  lie  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take 
the  following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

"Ido  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  exe- 
cute the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  will,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  Consti- 
tution  of  the  United  States,^ 

SECT.   II. 

The  President  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the  army  and 
navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several 
States,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States. 
Re  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer 
in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relat- 
ing to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices:  and  he  shall  have 
power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  for  oQences  against  the 
United  States,  except  in  coses  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the  Sena-  - 
tors  present  concur :  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  Ambassa- 
dors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of  the  Su* 
preme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States,  whose 
appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and  which 
ihall  be  established  by  law.  But  the  congress  may,  by  law, 
vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers,  as  they  shall 
think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in 
the  heads  of  departments. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that 
may  happen,  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  com- 
missjojiSy  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  ot  their  next  session. 
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SECT..  III. 

He  shall,  from  lime  lo  time,  give  to  ihe  Congress  informa- 
tion of  the  state  of  the  Union ;  and  recommend  to  their  consU 
deration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expe- 
*  dient.      He   may,   on   extraordinary    occasions,   convene    both 

Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement  be- 
tweei^them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  may 
adjourn  them  To  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper.  He  shall 
receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers.  He  shall 
take  care  that  the  la^s  be  faithfully  executed  ;  and  shall  com«^ 
mission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

SECT.    IV. 

The  President,  Vice  President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office,  on  impeachment  for, 
and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery  or  other  high  crimes  and  mis* 
demeanors.  . 

ARTICLE  III. 

SECT.    I. 

The  Judicial  Power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  in 
one  Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  Inferior  Courts  as  the  Congress 
may,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The  Judges, 
both  of  the  Supreme  and  Inferior  Courts,  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  good  behaviour;  and  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for 
their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  du* 
ring  their  continuance  in  office. 

SECT.    II. 

The  Judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  law  and  eqoi- 
t]^  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their  authori- 
ty ;  to  all  cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers, 
and  Consuls ;  lo  all  cases  of  aclmiraUy  and  maritime  jurisdic- 
tion ;  to  controversies  to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a 
'See  Amend-  P^^^^^  '  ^^  controversies  between  two  or  more  Slates,  between  a 
mem  XL  *  State  and  citizens  of  another  State^  between  citizens  of  different 
States,  between  citizens  of  the  same  Slate,  claiming  lands  un- 
der grants  of  different  States,  and  between  a  Stale,  or  the  citi- 
zens thereof,  and  foreign  States,  Citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  Ambassadots,  other  public  Ministers, 
and  Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the 
Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other 
cases  before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appel- 
late jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions, 
and  under  such  regulations,  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall 
be  by  jury :  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  Slate  where  the 
said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not  com- 
mitted within  any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or 
places  as  the  Congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 
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SECT.  III. 

Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levy, 
ing  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving 
them  aid  and  comfort.     No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  . 

unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act, 
or  on  confession  in  open  court. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishtnent  of 
treason  :  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of 
blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  at- 
tainted. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECT.   I. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given,  in  each  State,  to  the  pub- 
lic acts,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  Slate. 
And  the  Congress  may  by  general  laws  prescribe  the  manner  in 
which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and 
the  effect  thereof. 

SECT.   II. 

The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States. 

A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other 
crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  another  State, 
shall,  on  demand  of  the  Executive  Authority  of  the  'State  from 
which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State,  bav- 
ing  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

No^  person,  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state,  under  the 
laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any 
law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or 
labour;  but  shall  be  delivered  iip  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom 
such  service  or  labour  may  be  due. 

SECT.   III.  \ 

New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into  this  Union ; 
but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  juris* 
diction  of  any  other  Slate — nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of  States — without  tl|e 
consent  of  the  Legislature?  of  the  States  concerned,  as  well^ 
of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of,  and  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting,  the  territory  or  other 
property  belonging  to  the  United  States :  and  nothing  in  this 
Constitution  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of 
tbe  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 

•      SECT.IV. 

The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  Union, 
a  republican  form  of  government ;  and  shall  protect  each  of  them 
against  invasion,  and  on  application  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the 
Executive  (when  tbe  Legislature  cannot  be  coavened)  against 
domestic  violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
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deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  Constitution, 
or,  on  the  application  of  ihe  Legislatures  of  two  thirds  of  the 
several  States,  sHall  call  a  Convention  for  proposing  amendments, 
which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  lo  all  intents  and  purposes, 
as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislature  sof 
three  fourths  of  the  several  Slates,  or  by  Conventions  in  ihred 
fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may 
be  proposed  by  the  Congress;  provided,  that  no  amendment, 
which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eight,  shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth 
clauses  In  the  ninth  seciion  of  the  first  article;  and  that  no 
State,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  def^rived  of  its  equal  suffrage 
in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VL 

Ail  debts  contracted,  and  engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the 
United  States,  under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the  Confederal 
tion. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land  :  and  the  Judges  in  every 
Slate  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  xh'mg;  in  the  Constitution  or 
laws  of  any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  Executive  and 
Judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several 
States,  shall  be  bound,  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  this 
Constitution;  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  requited  as  a 
qualification  to  any  office  or  public  trust  under  the  United  States. 

N     ,  ARTICLE  VII. 

The  ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  Slates  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the 
States  so  ratifying  the  same. 


ARTICLES, 

In  Addition  to,  and  Jlmendmmt  of,  (Ac  CONSTITUTION  0/ /A« 
UNITED  STATES  of  AMERICA,  proposed  by  CON- 
6RESS,  and  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several 
States,  pursuant  to  ihe  fifth  article  of  the  original  Constitution. 

I.  Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  the  establishment 
of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or  abridging 
the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press  ;  or  the  right  of  the  people 
peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a  re- 
dress  of  grievances. 

II.  A  well-regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security 
of  a  free  Stale,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms, 
fhall  not  be  infringed. 
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III.  ^o  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  qntytered  in  any 
\ioiMe,  v;ithoD(  (he  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  lime  of  war, 
^ul  in  a  msoner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

IT*  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  (heir  persons, 
houses,  papers,  and  effects,  agoinsi  unreasonable  searches  and 
seizures,  shall  nol  be  violated :  and  no  warranln  shall  issue,  but 
apon  probable  cause,  supported  by  ouih  or  affirmation — and 
particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons 
or  things  to  be  seized. 

y.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  other- 
wise infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  by 
a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  tbe  land  or  naval  forces, 
0T\n  tbe  militia,  when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of  war,  or  pub« 
licdaiiger  :  nor  shall  any  person  be  subject,  for  the  same  oflence, 
to  be  twice  put  In  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb  ;  nor  shall  be  coinpeU 
led  in  any  criminal  case,  to  be  a  witness  against  himself ;  nor  be 
deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law  : 
Dor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just 
compensation. 

YI.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the 
right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jur)/^,  of  the 
stale  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed  ; 
whfch  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law  ; 
and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  ; 
ro  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  com* 
pulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  and  to  have 
ibe  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence. 

VII.  In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy 
sliall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be 
preserved :  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury,  shall  be  otherwise  re- 
examined in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to 
tbe  rules  of  common  law. 

VIIL  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required  ;  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed;  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

IX.  The  enumeration,  in  the  Consiitulion,  of  certain  rights, 
shall  Doi  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others,  retained  by 
tbe  people. 

I.  The  powers,  not  delegated  to  the  United  Slates,  by  the 
Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the 
States  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

XI.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  Stales  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  extend  to  any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  pro- 
secuted against  one  of  the  United  Slates  by  citizens  of  another 
State,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  stale.  * 

XIL  1.  The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  Stales, 
and  vote  by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice  President,  one  of 
whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabiiant  of  the  same  State 
with  themselves ;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person 
voted  for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted 
for  as  Vice  President ;  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as 
Vice  President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each,  which  lists 
they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of 
the  governmeDt  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  Presiden^QQ^j^ 
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of  (he  Senate;  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  ihe  Senate  and  House  of  Represenlatives,  open  all 
tiie  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted  :  the  per- 
son having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President,  shail  be 
the  president,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  electors  appointed  ;  and  if  no  person  have  such  majori- 
ty, then  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not 
exceeding  three,  qn  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot, 
ihe  President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall 
be  taken  by  States,  the  Representation  from  each  State  having 
one  vote  ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member 
or  members  from  two  thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  Slates  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right 
of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of 
March  next  following,  then  the  Vice  President  shall  act  as  Pre- 
sident, as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  conslilutional  disa- 
bility of  the  President. 

2.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice 
President,  shall  be  the  Vice  President,  if  such  number  be  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed  ;  and  if  no 
person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers 
on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice  President :  a  quo- 
rum for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two  thirds  of  the  whole 
number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

3.  But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  oflSce  of 
President,  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States.

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
to  digest  and  prepare  plans  for  the  improvement  and  manage- 
ment of  the  revenue,  and  for  the  support  of  public  credit ;  to 
prepare  and  report  estimates  of  the  public  revenue,  and  the  pub- 
Uc  expenditures ;  to  superintend  the  collection  of  the  revenue; 
to  decide  on  the  forms  of  keeping  and  stating  accounts  and  mak- 
ing ret  urns,  and  to  grant,  under  the  limitations  herein  established, 
or  to  be  hereafter  provided,  all  warrants  for  moneys  to  be  issued 
from  the  treasury,  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  by  law :  to 
execute  such  services  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  United  States,  as  may  be  by  law  required  of  him ;  to 
make  report,  and  give  information,  to  either  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, in  person  or  in  writing,  (as  he  may  be  required),  respect- 
ing alt  matters  referred  to  him  by  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, or  which  shall  appertain  to  bis  office  ;  and,  generally,' 
to  perform  all  suclf  services  relative  to  the  finances,  as  he  shall 
be  directed  to  perform. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  to  superin- 
tend the  adjustment  and  preservation  of  the  public  accounts ; 
to  examine  all  accounts  settled  by  the  auditor,  and  certify  the 
balances  arising  thereon  to  the  register ;  to  countersign  all  war- 
rants  drawn  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  which  shall  be  war- 
ranted by  law  ;  to  report  to  the  secretary  the  official  forms  of  all 
papers  to  be  issued  in  the  diflferent  offices  for  collecting  the  public 
revenue,  and  the  manner  and  form  of  keeping  and  stating  the 
accounts  of  the  several  persons  employed  therein:  He  shall, 
moreover,  provide  for  the  regular  and  punctual  payment  of  all 
moneys  which  may  be  collected,  and  shall  direct  prosecutions 
for  all  delinquencies  of  officers  of  the  Revenue,  and  for  debts 
that  are,  or  shall  be,  due  to  the  United  States. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  and 
keep  the  moneys  of  the  United  States,  and  to  disburse  the  same 
upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  counter- 
signed by  the  comptroller,  recorded  by  the  register,  and  not 
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otherwise ;  heehall  take  receipis  for  all  moneys  paid  by  him,  ond 
all  receipu  for  moneys  received  by  him  shall  be  endorsed  upon 
warrants  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  wiilioui  which 
warrant,  so  signed,  no  acknowledgment  for  money  received  into 
the  public  treasury  shall  be  valid.  And  the  said  treasurer  shall 
render  his  accounts  to  the  comptroller  quarterly,  (or  oftener  if 
required),  and  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof,  when  settled,  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury.  He  shall,  moreover,  on  the  third  day 
of  every  session  of  congress,  lay  before  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives,  fair  and  accurate  copies  of  all  accounts  by  him, 
from  time  to  time,  rendered  to,  and  settled  with,  the  comptioller 
as  aforesaid,  as,  also,  a  true  and  perfect  account  of  the  stole  of 
the  treasury.  He  shall,  at  all  times,  submit  to  the  secretary  of 
the  treasury,  i^nd  the  comptroller,  or  either  of  them,  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  moneys  in  his  bands  ;  and  shall,  prior  to  ihe  entering- 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  and  comptroller, 
io  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  Vol.u.p.ii23. 
the  United  States,  with  condition  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  fidelity  of  the  persons  to  be 
by  him  emptoyed,  which  bond  shall  be  lodged  io  the  office  of  the 
comptroller  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.

proprietor  or   proprietors,  consignee  or  consignees,  shall  either

four  sessions  ;  the  first  to  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  May 
next,  and  the  three  other  sessions,  progressively,  on  the  like 
Monday  of  every  third  calendar  month  afterwards.

Chap.  [93.]     An  act  to  augment  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  for  oibe^ 

purposes. 

§  1.  Beii  enacted,  ^c.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
act,  each  regiment  of  infantry  in  the  army  of  the  United  States 
shall  considt  of  one  lieutenant  colonel  commandant,  two  majors, 
one  adjutant,  one  payniasier,  one  quartermaster,  one  surgeon, 
two  surgeon's  mates,  ten  captains,  ten  lieutenants,  ten  ensigns, 
one  sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  two  senior  mu- 
sicians, forty  sergeants,  forty  corporals,  twenty  musicians,  and 
six  hundred  privates ;  and  that  the  several  regiments  of  infantry 
now  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  be  augmented  accord- 
ingly :  Provided  alwaysy  That  the  president  of  the  United  States 
may,  in  his  discretion,  appoint  and  distribute  such  additional 
number  of  surgeon's  mates,  and  for  such  length  of  time,  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  service  may  require.

officer  of  the  treasury  department,  employ  proper  persons  as 
weighers,  gaugers,  measurers  and  inspectors,  at  the  several 
ports  within  his  district ;  and,  also,  with  the  like  approbation, 
provide,  at  the  public  expense,  storehouses  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  goods,  and  such  scales,  weights  and  measures,  as  may  be
